Pus anonymous tipster of the St 
Louis Police Department was re- 
ceived from New York today about 
the same time city detectives were 
ecizing 10 shipping boxes 
taining a total of 360 quarts of 
whisky, for which they had been 


watching on the strength of a sim- 
{lar warning from the same source. 
They are waiting for more telegrams 
and watching for more whisky. 

In addition to the 19 shipping 
boxes the detectives also found 21 
botties of whisky of the same brand 
in a rubbish heap in the plant of 
the Keystone Roofing and Manufac- 
turing Co., at 110 South Jefferson 
avenue. 

The same mysterious informant 
in New York wired the information 
on which the police yesterday seized 
16 cases of whisky at Bernard 
Arens’ automobile repair shop if 
1516 Locust street yesterday. The 
seizures yesterday and today, as a 
direct result of the anonymous tips, 
amount to 46 cases of 12 quart boi- 
tiles each, or 552 quarts. 

Second Received. 


A second telegram from the in- 
formant yesterday said 10 shipping 
boxes of whisky were on the way to 
Bt. Louis. They arrived this morn- 
ing at the American Railway Ex- 
press office at Union Station. 

Five were labeled: “From D. Buc- 
kuald, 46 West Eighteenth street, 
Wew York, to The Keystone Co., 312 
Worth Jefferson avenue. Value, 
$1650." The other five were labeled: 
“From B. Davis, 114 Bowery, New 
York, to The Hannibal Co., 408% 
North Twelfth street.” 

As a resuit of the investigation. 
Herman Hannibal, secretary 


Co., at 400 North Twelfth street, and 
John R. Fox, manager of the Key- 
stone Roofing and Manufacturing 
Co., were arrested and an order 
was issued that William J. (Boots)

HITCHCOCK ATTAGKS 
PEACE RESOLUTION 


‘He Telis Senate ‘Measure Is

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Adop- 
tion of the Knox peace resolution 
would be an attempt to dictate the 
international policies of President 
Harding, Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska, ranking Democrat on the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
charged today in the Senate. 

The Nebraska Senator attacked 


the measure as “idle and ineffec- 
tive,” and declared that it was being

Contracts Closed for Acqui- 
sition of W. K. Bixby Resi- 


dence Property on King’s 
Highway for $950,000. 


Chase Ulman of 4540 #£=Lindell 
boulevard, designer and builder of 
apartment houses, today announced 
that contracts had been closed for 
the acquisition of the William K. 
Bixby residence property, Lindell 
boulevard and King’s highway, and 
that plans for a $4,000,000 hotel and 
two $500,000 apartment houses, to 
occupy the property, were ready to 
be financed, but would be deferred 
await a decline in the cost of 
lebor and materials. 

“The plans are out, and figures 
have been taken,’’ Ulman said, “and 
the proposition is ready to be fi- 
nanced. I feel that present costs 
are too high, and will not go ahead 
until labor and material reach a 
lower level.”’ 

Showplace Would Be Wrecked. 

The construction of the proposed' 
hotel and apartments would require 
the Bixby residence to be demol- 
ished. The house, which has 40 
rooms, was built by the late John 
W. Kauffman, at an original cost 
of $350,000, including greenhouse 
and stables. It was long the show- 
place among St. Louis residences. 
It was sold by Mrs. Kauffman in 
1204, after her husband's death, to 
Bixby, who has housed his valuable 
library and art collection there. The 
purchase price paid by Bixby was 
said to be in the neighborhood of 


$600,000. 

At the time of the sale to Bixby, | 
the property extended east to Eu- 
clid avenue. Since then, the Euclid | 
avenue end has been sold, and apart- 
ments have been built along Euclid, 
so that the Bixby property is now 
bounded on the-east by York ave- 
nue, a private place, to the west of 
the apartments. 

Ulman said today that the pur- 
chase price to be paid to Bixby for 
the property was $950,000, and that 
the wrecking of the residence would 
take place as soon as conditions as 
tc labor and material prices should 
make it feasible to prepare for the 
work of construction.

SAYS CHICAGO GUNMEN 
WERE HRED FOR $50 


Former Slugger Used Again 
Strike Breakers Tells How 
They Handled Victims. 


CHICAGO, April 29.—Slaggere and 
gunmen were so plentiful in Chicago 
that they could be hired at any time 
for $60 each, “Sam” Fischer testified 
yesterday at the trial of 14 members 
of the upholsterers’ union for acts 
of violence during a strike from 
August, 1919, to April 1920. Fischer 
previously had testified that he had 
been employed to beat and crippic 


“scabs” by union officials. 
In a cool and offhand way he 


named two of the men who are now 
on trial—Edwin EB. Graves, interna- 
tional vice president of the union, 
and Roy Hull, business agent of.the 
Chicago local—as the persons who 
had paid him and their assistant 
sluggera for their operations. 

He explained in detail how the 
sluggers, if they could not put «4 
man in the hospital for a month or 
two, crippled him so he would not 
be able to work. 

“After we'd knocked him down,” 
he said, in speaking of one victim, 
“we kicked him on the head a cou- 
ple of times and rapped him over 
the knuckles with a blackjack so “4« 
wouldn't be able to work.” 

“"We want to make this guy an 
object lesson. Fix him right,’” he 
testified Graves told him regardlas 
nother victim. 

“*Get anybody who comes out of 
a shop.” was the order Fischer 
said that Graves gave him just after 
the international vice president came 
to Chicago to direct the strike. 

“Did you comply with the order?” 
he was asked. 

“You bet we did,” he sald. “We 
stood at the door and waited till we 
spotted our man. Then we followed 
bim until we could get him in a 
good place.” 

During the day it was learned that 
a statement made by Fischer to As-
